Next year no more free for all on 
Aruban territorial Waters 



ORANJESTAD - Last Mon¬ 
day, Minister Otmar Oduber 
gave an extensive presentation 
regarding the new regulations 
and management of the 
“Nieuwe Haven- en Rede 
Verordening” (the New Harbor 
and Shipping Ordinance) 
which has been prepared by 
the Ministry of Tourism, 
Transport and Labor in con¬ 
junction with the Department 
of Shipping. 

At this presentation Oduber 
indicated that they went to 
work with great speed to deal 
with different changes in the 
law as this relates to the regu¬ 
lation of traffic in our territo¬ 
rial waters. 

Back in 2007 they initiated 
the first phase of the Twinning 
project and in 2010 they dis¬ 
cussed with Holland about im¬ 
plementing the second phase 
the soonest possible. For the 
second phase they received 
legal assistance from local 
counselors, as well as from 
Dutch and Antillean legal ad¬ 
visers. 

The work of these legal ex¬ 
perts resulted in getting as 
many as 7 laws revised and the 
production of several new 
laws. After reviewing and then 
introducing these laws, the 
next step will be the registra¬ 
tion of boats. The ultimate ob¬ 
jective will be to gradually 
become independent from Cu¬ 
racao in the area of inspection 
in Aruba. To date Aruba is still 
under the management of Cu¬ 
racao in certain measure for 
this particular matter. 

Oduber also expressed con¬ 
cern for the manner in which 
tariffs are established and the 
manner in which boat/ship re¬ 
gistration is administered in 
Aruba. He is also concerned 
about the security measures in 
place, and the new require¬ 
ments that they are currently 
occupied with as this relates to 
boats and ships. 

The government is pleased 
that we now have a Harbor 
Master with clearly defined 
tasks anchored into law and in 
conformity with international 


treaties. Also, in conformity 
with international treaties they 
were compelled to revamp the 
operations and functioning of 
the Department of Shipping. 
This new Department is now 
charged with executing the 
new law of the Harbor and 
Shipping Ordinance. 

One issue that the govern¬ 
ment considered very impor¬ 
tant and demanded their 
attention is the large number of 


ships they see constantly an¬ 
chored outside of Aruba. The 
question was always... “What 
are the consequences of that 
practice?” When we consider 
that Aruba, being a small coun¬ 
try, is very vulnerable to what¬ 
ever incident that could occur, 
we must have a mechanism to 
control all activities that relate 
to our safety.

ORANJESTAD - The new 
CEO of Aruba Tourism Asso¬ 
ciation, Ronella Tjin Asjoe- 
Croes is convinced that despite 
the results of the tourism in¬ 
vestigation recently conducted, 
we must never forget those that 
are faithful to Aruba.

The government must be able 
to control all exercises, trans¬ 
actions and activities taking 
place in our territorial waters. 
This is particularly important 
in view of our situation on the 
international map. We must 
have control of all transactions 
taking place, such as bunker¬ 
ing, transshipment, anchoring 
and all other activities. 

Along with the effects that 
such transactions could have, 
particularly on our main source 
of income, these activities 
must be seen in the context of 
commercial activities that 
should be financially profitable 
for the island as is now incor¬ 
porated into law. On the inter¬ 
national map, Aruba is po¬ 
sitioned as being most advan¬ 
tageous for different transac¬ 
tions, according to Minister 
Oduber. 

It is in this context that the 
new Harbor and Shipping Or¬ 
dinance was designed along 
with other laws. It is expected 
that by June 2012 this law and 
several other related laws 
would have been approved and 
put into effect. 

Because the law to be pre¬ 
sented to Parliament in January 
2012 will be a brand new situ¬ 
ation for Aruba, the Minister 
considered it important to or¬ 
ganize a meeting with all con¬ 
cerned parties to provide detail 
information to ensure that 
everyone is cognizant of what 
this law entails and to allow for 
questions and the clarification 
of any doubts. 

The Minister remarked that 
as much as the government 
wants to generate revenue 
from the shipping activites in 
our territorial waters, they have 
no intention of damaging the 
commercial activites taking 
place. They want to consoli¬ 
date these activities currently 
taking place, and at the same 
time find ways to bring order 
and control in this so that they 
may even increase

Lisette Malmberg continued 
to observe that...’’The proce¬ 
dures of the analysis used, 
gives Aruba a source for in¬ 
formation that when com¬ 
bined, provides Aruba with a 
basis upon which we can 
work. “I consider what was 
done to be fantastic,” re¬ 
ported Malmberg on the 
question as to whether the de¬ 
cision to do such an investi¬ 
gation was a wise decision.

Professor Croes was also 
extremely pleased to see 
such a large and varied audi¬ 
ence, and especially the 
group of young entrpreneurs 
got his attention.

Croes com¬ 
mented that that young group 
of entrepreneurs is an excel¬ 
lent sign for the future of 
Aruba. It proves that Aruba’s

Obama ratings down but 
Gingrich worse 


WASHINGTON, (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama's 
overall popularity has slipped 
to a new low but his approval 
ratings are still ahead of cur¬ 
rent Republican frontrunner 
Newt Gingrich, a poll showed 
yesterday. 

The ABC News/Washing¬ 
ton Post poll said the "unfavo¬ 
rable" views of Obama hit 49 
percent, the highest of his pres¬ 
idency, while 48 percent 
viewed him favorably. 

It was the first time the un¬ 
favorable rating had topped the 
favorable number in the most 
basic measure of popularity, 
the survey indicated. 

Despite these ratings, 
Obama still is viewed in a 


more positive light than Gin¬ 
grich, who is leading the Re¬ 
publican pack to challenge the 
Democratic president in No¬ 
vember 2012. 

The former House speaker's 
unfavorable rating is essen¬ 
tially the same as Obama's at 
48 percent, but his favorable 
score is only 35 percent. 

Additionally, the poll 
showed 23 percent see Obama 
"strongly" favorably, Gin¬ 
grich's core group of strong 
supporters is just half as large, 
12 percent. 

The telephone survey con¬ 
ducted from December 7-11 
interviewed a random sample 
of 1,012 adults and has a mar¬ 
gin of error of 3.5 points. 


France: Christmas begging ban

shopping streets. Interior Minister Claude Gueant an¬ 
nounced a crackdown on begging on the French capital's 
most famous street, the Champs Elysees, back in Sep¬ 
tember. He controversially claimed it would help reduce 
"Romanian petty crime." A similar ban has now just been 
introduced over the Christmas period in other popular 
areas such as the Louvre and the Haussmann shopping 
area. 


Belgian gunman killed cleaning 
woman before attack 


LIEGE - Belgian investigators 
found the apparent first victim 
of a gunman who attacked 
Christmas shoppers and 
schoolchildren in the city of 
Liege, and expressed baffle¬ 
ment yesterday over why a 
small-time criminal turned into 
a multiple killer. 

The body of a cleaning 
woman was found at a ware¬ 
house used by gunman Nor- 
dine Amrani, killed before he 
headed on Tuesday for a cen¬ 
tral Liege square to attack peo¬ 
ple around a bus station with 
an assault rifle and grenades. 

Amrani's rampage ended 
with a death toll of five, in¬ 
cluding two teenagers and a 
toddler, as well as the gunman 
who shot himself in the head, 
a prosecutor said. 

The overall death toll re¬ 
mained unchanged despite the 
discovery of the body in the 
warehouse on Tuesday night, 
as another 75-year-old woman 



Nordine Amrani 


who had been declared dead 
was later found to be in inten¬ 
sive care in hospital. 

Amrani, a 3 3-year-old pre¬ 
viously jailed for possession of 
arms and drugs offences, also 
injured 121 people, prosecutor 
Daniele Reynders said. Five of 
the injured remained in inten¬ 
sive care, while a further 40 
people had been treated for 
shock. 

The dead woman found in 
the warehouse was a cleaner in 


her late 40s, although it was 
not clear whether she had 
worked for the Brussels-born 
gunman, Reynders said. 

Investigators were still try¬ 
ing to establish a motive for 
Belgium's deadliest attack in 
almost 25 years. 

Another prosecutor, Cedric 
Visart de Bocarme, said Am¬ 
rani had a troubled life but this 
did not explain the killings. 

"The enormous concern we 
have is how it was possible for 
someone seemingly sensible 
and normal to do this," he said 
added: "This was a delinquent, 
someone who had difficulties 
throughout their life." 

Amrani's lawyer told Bel¬ 
gian television that police in 
the eastern city of Liege had 
summoned his client on Tues¬ 
day about an alleged sexual of¬ 
fence, which had made him 
nervous. Amrani failed to 
show up. 


UN calls for action on Syria in 'name of 
humanity' 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - UN 
chief Ban Ki-moon urged 
world powers yesterday to act 
"in the name of humanity" 
against the Syrian crackdown 
on protesters, as activists said 
Syrian forces killed another 21 
civilians. 

"In Syria, more than 5,000 
people are dead," the UN sec¬ 
retary general told a news con¬ 
ference in New York. "This 
cannot go on. In the name of 
humanity, it is time for the in¬ 
ternational community to act." 

Ban said he had sent a UN 
Human Rights Council report 
on President Bashar al-Assad's 
crackdown to the Security 
Council, which could increase 
pressure on the body to act. 

He said the report, which 
highlighted that crimes against 
humanity may have been com¬ 
mitted in Syria, had also been 
sent to the UN General Assem¬ 


bly and that it was now up to 
member states to take a deci¬ 
sion. 

"I hope that the United Na¬ 
tions and the international 
community will be able to take 
concerted, coherent action," he 
said. 

On the ground, the Britain- 
based Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights said "21 civil¬ 
ians were shot dead by the mi¬ 
litary and security forces 


across Syria, among them 11 in 
the Hama region" north of 
Damascus. Other fatalities 
were reported further south in 
Homs, in the northwestern 
province of Idlib and in Da¬ 
mascus province. 

Meanwhile, the Observa¬ 
tory said "at least eight soldiers 
were killed in an ambush on 
four military jeeps travelling in 
the village of Al-Asharna on 
the outskirts of Hama."

BERLIN (AFP) - The Nazi- 
hunting Simon Wiesenthal 
Center launched a new drive in 
Germany yesterday to catch 
the last perpetrators of the 
Holocaust still at large based 
on a major legal precedent set 
this year. 

Efraim Zuroff told a news 
conference that the Center 
would offer a reward of up to 
25,000 euros ($32,450) for in¬ 
formation leading to the cap¬ 


ture and conviction of now eld¬ 
erly people implicated in Nazi 
crimes during World War II. 

"The passage of time in no 
way diminishes the guilt of the 
killers," Zuroff said. "Old age 
should not afford protection to 
mass murders. Each of the vic¬ 
tims deserves that an effort be 
made to find their murderers." 

Zuroff heads the Jerusalem 
office of the Simon Wiesenthal 
Center, the Los Angeles-based

organisation named after the 
Holocaust survivor who was 
perhaps the best-known Nazi 
hunter until his death in 2005. 

He said a groundbreaking 
precedent set by the conviction 
in Germany in May of former 
camp guard John Demjanjuk, 
91, could open the door to a 
new wave of criminal cases. 

A Munich court sentenced 
the Ukrainian-born Demjanjuk 
to five years imprisonment for 
helping the Nazis kill almost 
30,000 Jews during his time at 
the Sobibor extermination 
camp in German-occupied 
Poland during World War II. 

In a legal first, it found that 
simply demonstrating Demjan- 
juk's employment at the camp, 
rather than his involvement in 
specific murders, was enough 
to implicate him in the killings 
committed there.

Dutch fighter pilot jailed 
for plan to sell secrets 


Officials: African migrants cram 
Spanish center 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court sentenced a for¬ 
mer F-16 fighter pilot to five 
years in jail yesterday for try¬ 
ing to sell state secrets to a 
Russian diplomat. 

It was proved that the for¬ 
mer airforce captain, named 
only as Chris V, by the Dutch 
media, "had secret documents 
on a computer and on CD- 
ROM... and was preparing a 
deal to sell it to a foreign 
power in return for a consider¬ 
able amount of money." 

The Hague court said the 
ex-aviator contacted a Russian 
military attache and was trying 
to sell secret information in re¬ 
turn for 500,000 euros 
(U$650,000) when he was ar¬ 
rested on March 17. 

The documents particularly 
contained information about 
secure radio frequencies and 


the tactical handling and de¬ 
tailed characteristics of the F- 
16 in combat situations. 

The Russian diplomat and 
the pilot met several times, ac¬ 
cording to the court, including 
at a hotel and a restaurant in a 
seaside suburb of The Hague. 

The former captain left the 
Dutch Air Force in 2010, 
where he served for 13 years, 
including combat experience 
in Afghanistan, said the state¬ 
ment. 

According to Dutch daily 
tabloid De Telegraaf, the pilot 
was in financial difficulties at 
the time of his arrest. 

"Therefore the suspect, 
purely for his own financial 
gain to help him out of his fi¬ 
nancial crisis, put himself 
above the safety concerns of 
the state and his fellow citi¬ 
zens," the court added. 


MADRID (AFP) - Scores of 
African migrants fled to Spa¬ 
nish soil in recent days, jam¬ 
ming reception centers to 
bursting point, an official said 
yesterday, with some repor¬ 
tedly swimming to its north 
African enclave of Ceuta. 

Some 114 migrants from 
sub-Saharan Africa reached 
Ceuta, a finger of Spanish ter¬ 
ritory bordering Morocco, 
where 700 people are now 
housed in an immigration cen¬ 
tre designed for 500, Carlos 
Bengoechea, director of the 
center, told AFP. 

The latest arrivals came in 
two groups totalling 46 people 
on December 6 and 68 on 
Monday, he said. Media im¬ 
ages over the past week 
showed some who had arrived 
after swimming from Morocco. 

Originating from countries 
including Cameroon, Ivory 
Coast, Congo, Nigeria, Bur¬ 


kina Faso and Gambia, they 
are being housed in the center 
run by the Spanish immigra¬ 
tion authorities pending repa¬ 
triation. 

"We have had to adapt 
some of the premises to house 
the immigrants who have been 
arriving in recent weeks," Ben¬ 
goechea said. "They are all 
housed in adequate condi¬ 
tions," he stressed, adding that 


extra staff had arrived to 
process their returns. 

"We are transferring irregu¬ 
lar immigrants to centers on 
the mainland as a preparatory 
step to their repatriation." 

Thousands of migrants 
have risked their lives and 
many have died in recent years 
in dangerous Mediterranean 
sea crossings in the hope of 
starting a new life in Europe.

Education key to fighting child 
sex abuse, US senators told

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Edu¬ 
cating adults and youngsters 
on how to respond to child 
sexual abuse is key to stopping 
it, two survivors of pedophilia 
told US senators on Tuesday. 

Former hockey player Shel¬ 
don Kennedy and victim- 
tumed-advocate Lauren Book 
testified on Capitol Hill as the 
man at the center of the Penn 
State scandal waived a prelim¬ 
inary hearing, sending his case 
directly to trial. 

Jerry Sandusky, 67, former 
assistant coach on the revered 
Penn State football team, is ac¬ 
cused of molesting 10 boys 
over an 11-year period, in a 
case that has pushed child sex¬ 
ual abuse to the top of the pub¬ 
lic agenda. 

His arrest triggered the fir¬ 


ing of legendary Penn State 
football coach Joe Paterno, 
who supervised Sandusky 
and now publicly regrets fail¬ 
ing to do more when he was 
told of his deputy’s alleged 
behavior. 

’’Punishing the bad guys 
makes us feel good, but it 
does not fully solve the prob¬ 
lem,” Kennedy, a former 
right-winger with the Boston 
Bruins, Calgary Flames and 
Detroit Red Wings, told 
members of the Senate's 
health committee. 

He likened the Penn State 
case with his own experience 
with a Canadian junior 
hockey coach, Graham 
James, who served 3-1/2 years 
in prison for abusing Kennedy 
and others during their youth 
before he was pardoned in 
2007. 

Back in court last week, 
James pleaded guilty to sexual 
assaults involving other play¬ 
ers during his coaching career 
in western Canada. He faces 
sentencing in February next 
year. 

"In my case, my abuser was 
International Hockey Man of 
the Year,” Kennedy told the 
senators, who are considering 
legislation to make the report¬ 
ing of suspected child-abuse 
cases mandatory by law. 

"In Canada, that gave him 
almost God-like status. Sound 
familiar?” 

Kennedy, 42, is co-founder

of Respect Group (www.re- 
spectgroupinc.com), which of¬ 
fers Internet training for adult 
youth-group leaders on how to 
prevent abuse, bullying and 
harassment. 

"Educating the good people, 
the 99 percent of our popula¬ 
tion, is our best defense to pre¬ 
vent abuse,” he said. 

Book, who recalled how she 
was "sexually, physically and 
emotionally abused” by her 
family's nanny, said "education 
is the key to empowering chil¬ 
dren to avoid the traps preda¬ 
tors set.” 

Book's non-profit founda¬ 
tion Lauren's Kids (www.lau- 
renskids.org) has developed a 
curriculum titled "Safer, 
Smarter Kids” that is being im¬ 
plemented in kindergartens in 
her native Florida from next 
month. 

"We hope this will give 
every kindergarten student in 
our state the radar to recognize 
unsafe situations, and a lan¬ 
guage and tactics to deal with 
them,” she said in a statement 
to the senators. 

Senator Barbara Boxer, au¬ 
thor of a bill to ensure that 
child abuse is reported to local 
authorities, said there are "up 
to 80,000 reported cases of 
child sexual abuse” in the 
United States every year. 

"Seventy-one percent of all 
sex crime victims are chil¬ 
dren,” she added. "Just as we 
came together in 1994 to pass 
the landmark Violence Against 
Women Act, we should now 
work together to pass a Vio¬ 
lence Against Children Act.” 

Speaking to AFP, Kennedy 
called the Sandusky scandal "a 
great platform for change” not 
unlike the uproar that swept 
hockey-loving Canada when 
he went public with his own 
childhood nightmare 14 years 
ago. 

"Most adults want to do the 
right thing, and we need to 
give them the tools to know 
what those right things are,” he 
said. "We're all expected to 
know and understand this 
stuff, and yet we've never had 
any kind of education on it.” 


Israeli scientists develop 
cancer 'cluster bomb' 


JERUSALEM (AFP) - Israeli 
medical researchers say they 
have developed a new tech¬ 
nique for blasting cancer tu¬ 
mours from the inside out 
which reduces the risk of the 
disease returning after treat¬ 
ment. 

Tel Aviv University profes¬ 
sors Yona Keisari and Itzhak 
Kelson are about to start clin¬ 
ical trials of a pin-sized ra¬ 
dioactive implant that beams 
short-range alpha radiation 
from within the tumour. 

Unlike conventional radia¬ 
tion therapy, which bombards 
the body with gamma rays 
from outside, the alpha parti¬ 
cles "diffuse inside the tu¬ 
mour, spreading further and 
further before disintegrating,” 
a university statement quoted 
Keisari as saying. 

"It's like a cluster bomb — 
instead of detonating at one 
point, the atoms continuously 
disperse and emit alpha parti¬ 
cles at increasing distances.” 

The university said that the 
process takes about 10 days 
and leaves behind only non¬ 
radioactive and non-toxic 
amounts of lead. 


"Not only are cancerous 
cells more reliably destroyed, 
but in the majority of cases the 
body develops immunity 
against the return of the tu¬ 
mour,” the statement said. 

The wire implant, inserted 
into the tumour by hypoder¬ 
mic needle, "decays harm¬ 
lessly in the body,” it added. 

It went on to say that in pre- 
clinical trials on mice, one 
group had tumours removed 
surgically while another was 
treated with the radioactive 
wire. 

"When cells from the tu¬ 
mour were reinjected into the 
subject, 100 percent of those 
treated surgically redeveloped 
their tumour, compared to 
only 50 percent of those 
treated with the radioactive 
wire,” it said. "The re¬ 
searchers have had excellent 
results with many types of 
cancer models, including lung, 
pancreatic, colon, breast, and 
brain tumours.” 

It added that the procedure 
would begin clinical trials at 
Beilinson hospital, near Tel 
Aviv, "soon.”

South Pole conquest hailed 100 years on

(AFP) - Norway’s prime min¬ 
ister and several hundred sci¬ 
entists and adventurers 
gathered at the South Pole 
Wednesday to celebrate its 
conquest 100 years ago, also 
highlighting the threat of cli¬ 
mate change. 

On December 14,1911, not 
long before the outbreak of 
World War I as nationalism 
was on the rise in Europe, 
Norwegian explorer Roald 
Amundsen and the four mem¬ 
bers of his team were the first 
to arrive at the southernmost 
tip of the globe, planting a 
Norwegian flag at the pole to 
mark their epic victory over 
British adventurer Robert 
Scott. 

"We are here to celebrate 
one of the most outstanding 
achievements of mankind," 
Norwegian Prime Minister 
Jens Stoltenberg said during 
the ceremony, according to a 
copy of his speech provided 
by his office. 

Stoltenberg is only the sec¬ 
ond government chief to ever 
set foot on the South Pole, fol¬ 
lowing the 2007 visit by then 
prime minister of New 
Zealand Helen Clark. 

"And we are here to high¬ 
light the importance of this 
cold continent for the warm¬ 
ing of the globe," he added in 
his speech to adventurers and 
the scientists stationed at the 
giant US Amundsen-Scott 
base camp, today located right 
next to the geographic pole. 

A couple hundred people 
of different nationalities had 


decided to meet at the pole to 
celebrate the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of its conquest, including 
a number of Norwegian ad¬ 
venturers aiming to repeat 
their compatriots’ exploit on 
skis. 

A number of them however 
were forced to hitch a plane 
ride to cover the final distance 
and make it to the ceremony 
on time, due to poor weather 
conditions. 

Stoltenberg took the oppor¬ 
tunity to highlight the problem 
of climate change and the par¬ 
ticular challenge it poses in 
Antarctica. 

"The Antarctic continent 
has been changing more rap¬ 
idly in recent years than at any 
time in the past 800 years," 
Stoltenberg said in his speech, 
cautioning that "the loss of ice 
in Antarctica can have dra¬ 
matic global effects." 


If the Antarctic ice sheet 
were to melt completely — 
something that would not hap¬ 
pen for centuries even under 
the worst case global warming 
scenarios — scientists say it 
would boost sea levels by 
about five metres (16.5 feet). 

That would lead the ocean 
to flood numerous coastal 
cities and swallow up many 
small island nations. 

During the short ceremony, 
which was partially broadcast 
in Norway, Stoltenberg, like 
Amundsen before him, planted 
a Norwegian flag in the ice, 
and also unveiled an ice sculp¬ 
ture of his famous compatriot. 

That's the man," he said, 
uncovering the bust. 

Having swapped his usual 
suit and tie for a warm red and 
black anorak, the prime minis¬ 
ter also skied the final kilome¬ 
tres to the pole in temperatures 


about 30 degrees Celsius 
below freezing (-22 degrees 
Fahrenheit), tracing the route 
taken by Amundsen and his 
team a century ago. 

Stoltenberg was not how¬ 
ever accompanied by sleddogs 
— seen as the key to Amund¬ 
sen's success over Scott, who 
made the mistake of using 
ponies for his expedition — 
since dogs and all foreign 
species besides humans have 
been banned from Antarctica 
since 1994 to avoid introduc¬ 
ing foreign diseases to the icy 
continent. 

The ill-fated British naval 
officer and his team were not 
forgotten at Wednesday's cer¬ 
emony. 

"Scott and his team paid 
the ultimate price... Their 
names will forever be in¬ 
scribed in Polar history," 
Stoltenberg said, hailing "their 
courage and determination in 


reaching one of the most in¬ 
hospitable places on earth." 

After reaching the pole on 
January 17, 1912, more than a 
month after the Norwegian ex¬ 
pedition, Scott and four of his 
compatriots died on their re¬ 
turn journey, falling victim to 
extreme cold, exhaustion and 
starvation. 

Scott's body, and those of 
his two team members, were 
found in their tent, buried 
under the snow, in November 
1912. 

Amundsen also completed 
a historic crossing of the 
Northwest Passage in 1903- 
1906. In 1926 he was part of 
an expedition to have reached 
the North Pole aboard a blimp, 
the first verified and uncon¬ 
tested attainment of the pole. 

He died two years later on 
a mission to rescue Italian ex¬ 
plorer Umberto Nobile who 
had piloted the airship to the 
North Pole.

Bernanke tells lawmakers 
’no euro bailout'

China announces new tariffs 
on some US auto imports 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Federal Reserve chief Ben 
Bernanke told Republican 
lawmakers yesterday that he 
cannot and will not bailout 
struggling European econo¬ 
mies, one senator present at 
the meeting said. 

Amid suspicions that Fed 
funds may be used to help 
debt-ridden eurozone coun¬ 
tries, leading Republican 
Lindsay Graham said 


Merkel: Europe could take 
years to solve debt crisis 


BEIJING (AFP) - China will 
levy anti-dumping and anti¬ 
subsidy duties on certain US 
vehicle imports, the commerce 
ministry said yesterday, a move 
likely to fuel tensions between 
the world's two biggest 
economies. 

The tariffs will be applied 
for two years to passenger cars 
and sports utility vehicles with 
engine capacities of 2.5 litres or 
more and will take effect today, 
the ministry said in a statement. 

The decision will affect ve¬ 
hicles produced by General 
Motors, Chrysler Group, BMW 
Manufacturing, Mercedes- 
Benz US International, Ameri¬ 
can Honda Motor and Ford 
Motor. 

The move is likely to further 
strain ties between Beijing and 
Washington, which have re¬ 
cently locked horns over solar 
panels, chickens and the value 
of the Chinese currency. 

The United States said it 
was "very disappointed" by 
yesterday's decision. 

"We will be discussing this 
latest action with both our 
stakeholders and Congress to 
determine the best course 
going forward," a spokesper¬ 
son for the US Trade Represen¬ 
tative told AFP. 

China said the investigation 
into US auto imports found do¬ 


mestic vehicle manufacturers 
had "suffered substantial dam¬ 
ages" due to the dumping and 
subsidies. 

The anti-dumping penalties 
range from 2.0 percent to 21.5 
percent while the anti-subsidy 
tariffs will be set at a maximum 
12.9 percent, the ministry said. 

State media said previously 
that the total number of vehi¬ 
cles affected by the tariffs 
would not exceed 50,000 units 
a year — a small fraction of the 
total number of vehicles sold in 
China. 

China overtook the US in 
2009 to become the world's 
biggest auto market. 

Most cars sold in China are 
produced in the domestic mar¬ 
ket through joint ventures be¬ 
tween Chinese and foreign 
automakers. The majority of 
luxury cars are still imported. 

The country's auto sales 
rose more than 32 percent last 
year to a record 18.06 million 
units, but the sector has since 
lost steam after Beijing phased 
out sales incentives such as tax 
breaks for small-engine vehi¬ 
cles. 

The US last week asked the 
World Trade Organisation to 
settle a dispute with China over 
Beijing's anti-dumping duties 
and countervailing duties on 
US chicken imports. 


BERLIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel said 
yesterday it could take Europe 
years to solve its debt crisis, as 
growing scepticism about the 
outcome of last week's EU 
summit weighed on financial 
markets. 

In a speech to the German 
Bundestag or lower house of 
parliament, Merkel defended 
the move for tighter budget 
policing in the European 
Union, saying Europe and the 
eurozone would emerge 
stronger from the crisis. 

"Getting over the state debt 
crisis is... a process. This 
process won't last weeks, it 
won't last months, it will last 
years," she said. 

There could be "setbacks 
but if we don't let ourselves be 
discouraged... Europe won't 
just overcome the crisis but 
will emerge from it strength¬ 
ened," she added. 

European Union leaders 
from 26 of the 27 member 
states agreed at a high-stakes 
Brussels summit last week to 
back a Franco-German drive 
for tighter budget policing in a 
bid to save the eurozone. 

After Britain, which does 
not use the euro, blocked 
changes to an EU-wide treaty, 
the other 26 EU states sig¬ 
nalled their willingness to join 


a "new fiscal compact" impos¬ 
ing tougher budget rules. 

Merkel said that with such 
a fiscal compact: "The vision 
of a real political union is be¬ 
ginning to take on contours." 

Nevertheless, markets re¬ 
mained sceptical whether the 
moves decided in Brussels will 
be enough to prevent a break¬ 
up of the euro area. 

European shares fell and 
the euro fell below 1.30 dollars 
for the first time in nearly a 
year. 

Ratings agency Moody's 
has said the crisis talks failed 
to produce "decisive policy 
measures" and threatened to 
review the credit ratings of all 
EU states within the next three 
months.

Bernanke assured senators 
"he doesn't have the intention 
or the authority to do that." 

But Bernanke also warned 
President Barack Obama's 
foes in the Senate that if Eu¬ 
ropean leaders cannot solve 
the eurozone debt crisis, it 
would damage the US econ¬ 
omy. 

"He's very concerned," 
Republican Senator Orrin 
Hatch told reporters after the 
Fed chief briefed the law¬ 
makers. "The collapse over 
there would be detrimental to 
us." 

Republican Senator Lamar 
Alexander, one of the party's 
leaders in the chamber, had 
invited Bernanke to deliver 
the briefing amid rising fears 
that Europe's troubles may 
stifle the fragile US economic 
recovery. 

After the meeting Senator 
Bob Corker said the United 
States' main focus should be 
to "right our own ship," 
adding that "the best thing we 
can do as a country is to deal 
with our own issues as 
quickly as possible." 

The European crisis "af¬ 
fects us in a very big way... 
and even though our banks 
don’t have direct exposure to 
the actual governments, they 
have a lot of exposure to Eu¬ 
ropean banks."

Arab women filmmakers shine at Dubai festival

DUBAI (AFP) - A tale of for¬ 
bidden love in the Gaza Strip 
won the top prize at the eighth 
Dubai Film Festival on 
Wednesday, where a new gen¬ 
eration of Arab women direc¬ 
tors stole the spotlight. 

"Habibi" (My Love in Ara¬ 
bic), directed by Susan 
Youssef, won Best Arab fea¬ 
ture film, and the film's star, 
Maisa Abdel Hadi, won best 
actress. 

The film, which also won 


the best editor award, tells the 
story of two Palestinian lovers, 
Qais and Leila, growing in¬ 
creasingly religious under the 
control of the Islamist group 
Hamas. 

The couple meet at univer¬ 
sity in the West Bank, but both 
are expelled by Israeli author¬ 
ities to Gaza. 

Leila's brother is a Hamas 
member, and her relationship 
with Qais is forbidden. In one 
scene, the two are arrested on 


a beach for being together out 
of wedlock, forbidden under 
the Islamic sharia Law im¬ 
posed by Hamas. 

They both try to escape the 
Israeli-blockaded territory 
using false visas, but the plan 
is thwarted by Israeli authori¬ 
ties, and the film ends with 
Leila being forced into an 
arranged marriage with a man 
picked by her father. 

Youssef cried upon receiv¬ 
ing the award, and in her ac¬ 
ceptance speech said: "I hope 
we can show the film in Gaza." 

The young director said she 
began shooting the film in 
Gaza, but was forced to relo¬ 
cate after Israeli authorities 
blocked her from travelling to 
the territory. 

She told AFP that she was 
prompted to make the film 
after she "fell in love with a 
theatre director in Gaza." 

Youssef, who is originally 
Lebanese but grew up in the 
United States, said that 
"Habibi", her first film, cost 
less to make than "a luxury car 
in Dubai." 

Jordanian filmmaker 
Deema Amr also tackled the 
social pressures facing women 
in Arab countries in her film 
"A 7 Hour Difference". 


The film tells the story of 
Dalia, a college student in the 
US who returns home to Jor¬ 
dan to attend her sister's wed¬ 
ding but the celebration turns 
sour when her American 
boyfriend turns up in Amman 
unannounced. 

Dalia confesses the affair to 
her father, who then tells her to 
end the relationship: 

"I asked you to come back 
to Jordan with a degree, not 
with a boyfriend," he says. 

Lebanese director Danielle 
Arbid, presented her third film 
"Beirut Hotel," which narrates 
a love affair between a 
Lebanese singer and a French¬ 
man set against the backdrop 
of the assassination of prime 
minister Rafiq Hariri. 

Arbid's film showed rela¬ 
tively steamy and intimate 
scenes, unusual for Arab cin¬ 
ema, and was barred from 
screening in Lebanon because 
of its reference to the Hariri as¬ 
sassination. 

Female directors also 
starred in the documentary cat¬ 
egory, including, Sudanese 
filmmaker Tagrid Elsanhouri 
and French-Algerian counter¬ 
part Yasmina Adi. 

Elsanhouri's "Our Beloved 
Sudan" tells parallel stories of 


the struggles faced by the di¬ 
rector's mother, forced to 
marry a man with three wives, 
and the events that led South 
Sudan gaining independence 
from Khartoum. 

Adi's "Here We Drown The 
Algerians" follows the brutal 
suppression of the 1961 
demonstrations by Algerian 
immigrants in France, de¬ 
manding their country's inde¬ 
pendence from French rule. 

"London Through The Eyes 
Of A Veiled Woman," a film 
about the struggles of a young 
Emirati woman studying in the 
West, also earned critical ac¬ 
claim, in a festival where more 
than 170 films were screened 
since December 7.

Monterrey defeat Esperance

(AFP) - Mexicans Monterrey 
sealed fifth place at the Club 
World Cup on Wednesday 
after seeing off the African 
champions Esperance of 
Tunisia 3-2. 

The CONCACAF winners 
fell behind in an open and en¬ 
tertaining fixture in the Japan¬ 


ese city of Toyota, but struck 
back with three goals in a nine- 
minute spell. 

Monterrey coach Victor 
Vucetich had suggested after 
his side lost their opener on 
penalties that this was a game 
his men could have done with¬ 
out. 


But he was more upbeat 
after this narrow win, saying 
the experience had been a 
'’fruitful” one. 

Esperance, whose small but 
vocal contingent of fans was 
surrounded by police after 
trouble marred their defeat to 
A1 Sadd, took the lead in the 
31st minute through their 
Cameroon forward Yannick 
Ndjeng. 

But the advantage lasted 
just eight minutes, the Mexi¬ 
cans drawing level through 
Hiram Mier before Aldo De 
Nigris put them ahead a 
minute before half-time. 

Monterrey, who were not at 
full-strength, went 3-1 up on 
47 minutes with a Jesus Zavala 
strike, before Khaled Mouelhi 
pulled a goal back 14 minutes 
from the end from the spot for 
the Tunisians, who finish the 
tournament sixth. 

Amateurs Auckland City 
went home with the wooden 
spoon after losing their open¬ 
ing game. 


PSG dumped out of Europe despite 
win 


(AFP) - Paris Saint Germain 
may or may not end up offer¬ 
ing David Beckham a spell in 
the ultra-twilight of his career 
in the City of Light, but the 
former England star will not 
find any Europa League fare 
on his menu after the capital 
club were eliminated Wednes¬ 
day. 

PSG beat already-qualified 
Athletic Bilbao 4-2 at the Parc 
des Princes to hand the 
Spaniards their first loss of the 
tournament. 

But the win was not enough 
as Salzburg won 3-2 at Slovan 
Bratislava to see the Austrians 
take second place in Group F. 

That means there is no 
chance of the Parisians getting 
an attractive date with Cham¬ 
pions League dropouts Man¬ 
chester United, Beckham's 
former club, when Friday's 
draw is made at Nyon. 

Recent media reports had 
suggested that PSG's owners, 
Qatar Sport Investments 
(QSI), had offered Beckham a 
lucrative contract to become 


the figurehead of their drive to 
turn the under-achieving side 
into one of Europe's top clubs. 

PSG, joint top of the French 
league table with Montpellier 
as they chase down a first do¬ 
mestic crown since 1994, 
spent 85 million euros in the 
summer following a Qatari 
buyout but the influx has not 
translated into success on the 
European stage and they now 
must ensure they reach the 
Champions League via a 
strong Ligue 1 finish. 

Coach Antoine Kombouare 
has been under the microscope 
in recent weeks following 
some poor results — notably 
league losses to Marseille and 
Nancy — and the pressure will 
now only increase with just the 
league title to aim for. 

PSG sporting director 
Leonardo had backed the man 
in charge but it emerged in re¬ 
cent days that the Brazilian 
had made a pass at currently 
clubless Carlo Ancelotti. 

Elsewhere in early Wednes¬ 
day action, Lazio reached the 


last 32 with a 2-0 win over 
Group D winners Sporting 
Lisbon. 

Elsewhere, English Premier 
league side Stoke went down 
3-1 at Besiktas despite Ricardo 
Fuller giving them the lead but 
had already qualified from 
Group E. 

Manuel Fernandes 

equalised with a penalty spot 
after Matthew Upson was sent 
off for felling Hugo Almeida, 
and substitutes Mustafa Pekte- 
mek and Edu secured the win 
at a heaving Inonu Stadium, 
leaving the Turks as group 
winners. 

Eight of the 32 sides in the 
knockout round will comprise 
United and City's fellow 
Champions League failures — 
Turkey's Trabzonspor, Ajax, 
Valencia, Olympiakos, Porto, 
and Plzen.

England's Donald named 
PGA Player of the Year 



NEW DELHI (AFP) - The 
Indian Olympic Association 
will formally ask organisers 
of the London Games to drop 
Dow Chemical as a sponsor 
over its links to the Bhopal 
disaster, acting chief Vijay 
Kumar Malhotra said 
Wednesday. 

"We will express our dis¬ 
pleasure to London Games 
organisers and ask them to 
drop Dow as one of their 
sponsors,” Malhotra told 
AFP, adding that the com¬ 
pany's role was "unaccept- 
able’Mn 2001, Dow Chemical 
bought fellow chemical com¬ 
pany Union Carbide, whose 
pesticide plant leaked gas 
into the central Indian city of 
Bhopal in 1984, killing tens 
of thousands in the world's 
worst industrial accident. 

Malhotra said the Indian 
Olympic Association would 
formulate its demand over 
Dow at a two-day meeting of 
the body in New Delhi which 
is set to begin on Thursday. 
He stressed that India would 
not boycott the event. 

Indian activists have been 
battling for more compensa¬ 
tion money with protests 
being led by Shivraj 
Chauhan, the chief minister 
of Madhya Pradesh state 
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where Bhopal is located. 

Malhotra said he had re¬ 
ceived a petition on Wednes¬ 
day signed by 11,000 
campaigners for Bhopal vic¬ 
tims, led by former hockey 
Olympian Aslam Sher Khan. 

Union Carbide settled 
with the Indian government 
in 1989 by paying $470 mil¬ 
lion for the Bhopal victims. 

Dow, which is sponsoring 
a fabric shroud to be installed 
on the main Olympic Sta¬ 
dium, says all liabilities for 
the disaster were resolved 
with this payment. 

Malhotra, an influential 
member of the main opposi¬ 
tion Bhartiya Janata Party, 
has sent letters to Sports Min¬ 
ister Ajay Maken and Prime 
Minister Manmohan Singh 
seeking their advice on the 
contentious issue. 

"Olympics are about love, 
brotherhood and trans¬ 
parency and this company 
(Dow) is linked with (Union 
Carbide) which was respon¬ 
sible for killing thousands of 
Indian people,” he said. 

"It's unacceptable that 
such a company is a sponsor 
in the Olympics.” 

Maken last week de¬ 
scribed the row as a "sensi¬ 
tive issue” and said he has 
asked India's Olympic body 
"to take a strong decision on 
the issue”. 

London Olympic chief Se¬ 
bastian Coe has defended the 
Dow Chemical sponsorship 
deal but Labour politician 
Ken Livingstone, who was 
mayor of London when the 
city won the right to host the 
Games, has urged a rethink. 

"Dow were never the op¬ 
erators or the owners of that 
chemical plant in 1984, nor 
were they the operators or the 
owners of the plant in 1989 
when the final settlement was 
agreed. 

"I feel comfortable after 
analysing the history of this 
case,” the two-time Olympic 
1500 metres gold medallist 
added. 

Malhotra holds temporary 
charge of the IOA as his pred¬ 
ecessor Suresh Kalmadi is in 
jail over corruption charges 
stemming from last year's 
shambolic Commonwealth 
Games in New Delhi. 

The row over Dow has 
sparked a country-wide de¬ 
bate, pitting national senti¬ 
ment with the Olympic 
dreams of athletes. 

Khan, a member of India's 
1975 hockey World Cup win¬ 
ning team, said nothing short 
of a boycott would convey 
the country's hurt. 


PONTE VEDRA BEACH, 
(AFP) - Britain's Luke Don¬ 
ald, the first player to win the 
US and European tour 
money titles in the same year, 
was named the US PGA 
Player of the Year on Tues¬ 
day in a vote of US tour play¬ 
ers. 

World number one Don¬ 
ald, the first Englishman to 
win the award since it was 
founded in 1990, won the last 
US PGA event of the year, 
the Children's Miracle Net¬ 
work Classic, to claim the 
US money title with 
$6,683,214. 

Donald, who turned 34 
last week, won the European 
Tour's Race to Dubai, mak¬ 
ing birdies on the final three 
holes at the Dubai World 
Championships to finish atop 
the European Tour money list 
with 5.323 million euros. 

The Player of the Year 
award, praise earned from 
fellow players, ended Don¬ 
ald's US campaign in style 
after he also claimed the Var- 
don Award for low adjusted 
scoring average at 68.86. 

"That's a great honor to 
cap off what has obviously 


been an amazing year for 
me," Donald said of the 
Player of the Year vote. 

"Thank you to all the play¬ 
ers for their votes. There was 
obviously some other worthy 
people to vote for, and I guess 
my overall consistency and 
having to go to Disney and 
win, and win the money list 
like I did, was a deciding fac¬ 
tor. 

"I feel very honored at the 
moment.” 

Donald still seeks his first 
major title. His best finish in 
a major this year was fourth 
at the Masters. Only four 
prior times in the past two 
decades has a PGA Player of 


the Year not won a major title 
in that same year. 

"I suppose there's a little 
bit more pressure, a little bit 
more expectation, in majors 
and I need to learn to better 
handle that,” Donald said. 

"Obviously, this year has 
been a breakout year for me 
in terms of my confidence 
levels, and hopefully those 
confidence levels will be car¬ 
ried over to next year and will 
serve me well in the majors.” 

Donald, who also won the 
World Golf Championships 
Match-Play crown last Feb¬ 
ruary, had 14 top-10 show¬ 
ings in 19 US PGA starts 
with runner-up showings at 
the WGC Bridgestone Invita¬ 
tional and Heritage events. 

Other top contenders for 
the Jack Nicklaus Trophy as 
US PGA Player of the Year 
were Keegan Bradley, Bill 
Haas, Webb Simpson and 
Nick Watney. 

Bradley, the American 
who captured his first major 
title at the PGA Champi¬ 
onship last August, was 
named the US PGA Rookie 
of the Year. 

"I'm thrilled to win the 
Rookie of the Year,” Bradley 
said. "It's a huge honor.”

German football HQ raided 
in corruption probe 



BERLIN (AFP) - The head¬ 
quarters of the German Foot¬ 
ball Federation (DFB) in 
Frankfurt were raided on 
Wednesday by state prosecu¬ 
tors investigating alleged cor¬ 
ruption in the granting of 
player agent licences. 

The raid took place after 
German football magazine 
Kicker alleged one of their re¬ 
porters was able to buy the an¬ 
swers to the test, issued by 
football's governing body 
FIFA, to qualify to become a 
player agent. 

The test is administrated by 


the DFB in Germany. 

The state prosecutor's office 
said it was investigating the al¬ 
legations of bribery and the 
visit from officials to the DFB 
headquarters is reported to 
have lasted nearly three hours 

"We can confirm that the 
DFB informed the Frankfurt 
prosecutor today about the 
process involved for a FIFA 
player's agent examination," 
DFB spokesman RalfKoettker 


said. 

"The proceedings are not 
against the DFB, however the 
authorities are investigating 
unnamed persons. Of course, 
the DFB will assist the prose¬ 
cutor with the ongoing inves¬ 
tigation." 

The DFB's headquarters 
were also raided on October 
24 by tax investigators looking 
into suspected tax evasion by 
referees over expenses.
